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Future Standing Army. 
In a former editorial, we enggested the pro- 
babitity that after the close of the present war, 
onr Gogerament would find it necegeary to 
maintain 9 standing army of 100,000 to 150,000 
men, and showed that abundant material for 
the purpose (aad that too, of thé best kind,) 
wonld be on ‘Hand, from which to make an 
army feat would as to character, morale and 
efficiency, fir surpass amy army ever pre 
viously raised. That article bas been copied 
and commented upon 80 extensively, and has 
met with such. unanimous approval, that we 
venture, in adffition, to reasons why 
such a course will be prudent and necessary, 
and means which seem to us well calculated 
to secure the superiority of sach body of 
military men. 
When we remember with pride, the stern 
faith and unbending loyalty with which the 
enlisted men of the Regular Army stood by 
the flag of the Union, .when actual rebellion 
or a modified and conditional patriotiam was 
the rule among their supetiors—we should 
also reflect with sorrow on the pancity of 
numbers of our army as it then existed—for, 
had it then aumbered 100,000 men instead of 
less than one-fifth that amount, it is bardly to 
be toubted but that the canker worm of rebel- 
lion would bave been crushed down at once, 
and our fair land have been spared the curse 
of blighting war which for the past three years 
has inflicted so much and in many cages, such 
irreparable injury. An overweening estimate 
of the intelligence, virtne and patriotism of 
our citizens, had caused it to be the general 
impression among otherwise well informed 
people, that a mere handfal of mea as ® nu- 
cleur, was all that was necessary for us to keep 
under military organization in the United 
States; and an idea prevailed extensively, 
that so far from increasing the then small 
number of the army, decrease was desirable 
and: necessary. It was only with the utmost 
difficulty, and after being clipped of their fair. 
proportions that the yearly appropriations for 
the army and navy could be passed in Con- 
grese, and this niggardly policy had the effect 
of cramping both, the present usefulness and 
future capabilities ‘of ibese two branches of 
our military foree,siAjgainst the folly of this 
course, arguisemé: is not required. Every 
school boy now knows how fatal has been our 
error in this regard, and we have all, in con- 
sequence, individually as well as in a national 
capacity, “supped sorrow with the spoon of 
atief.? It is, to be sure, highly unlikely that 
we shall ever again be called upon to quell 
rebellion in our midst, but, it is at the same 
time not well to count too far on the perfecti- 
bility of baman nature. It is, on the other 
hand, always well to be prepared for any 
emergency that may arise, and we are not yet 
such thorough believers in the theory of the 
optimists as to deem ourselves sure of im- 
munities ie future, either from foreign wars or 
intestine broils. The argument too is a per- 
fectly plain one :--we must be prepared forsnch 
vicissitudes or again take the consequences of 
such want of preparation, and this is just what 
our country is now doing. It would be use- 
less to add words on this branch of our subject. 
As to the second point, viz: the means by 
which this, our future army, is to be made as 
perfect as possible for anything buman to be -— 
these lie in the hands of the department issu- 
ing orders by which recruiting officers are to 
be guided :—in the hands of the recruiting and 
examining officers themselves, who should be 
guided strictly by the orders ander which 
they act, not for an instant swerving, either 
from fear or favor :—and finally, in the exercise 
of great discrimination on the part of those 
having the power of appointing officers for the 
troops so raised. Physical, mental and moral 
ability should be carefully looked to and accu- 
rately examined in recruits ;—in the case of 
officers, the latter two should be prominently 
regarded, and we insist upon it that no officer 
of any grade should be appointed on any 
other gryuod than bis own personal character 
and. qualigeations, hic e nunc; no regard 
whatever being had to his family, its influence,

All experience shows that no espril de corps 
can be where men do not respect 
their officers ; it equally shows that men (even 
tho’ most reckless and abandoned themselves) 
will not and cannot, nor is it in human nature 
for them to respect or regard men whose word | 
they cannot trust, whoee honesty is not clear 
of suspicion or whose sobriety is only occa- 
sional. They may, it is true, be made to pay 


the external signs of military courtesy to such+ 


men, bat we submit, in all diffidence, that 
there is the largest possible difference between 
touching a cap and cberishing respect under 
that cap. Yes, even to fight well under an 
officer, men must know and respect him, and 
must in addition have that confidence in bis 
ability, which nothing but the actnal posses- 
sion of ability can inspire. 


We have already overrun our space without 
even fally sketching our subject, and submit 
these remarks in the hope that when the time 
for reorganization of our army comes, they 
may be the means of doing good and of 
assisting in building up for our Government 
an army staanch, true, respected and invin- 
cible!
